TAMALE PIE 

I would like to give you my Tamale Pie or Mex¬ 
ican Com Pudding Recipe. It is very simple, 
and if you happen to have a can of chili con 
came and a can of tomatoes on your shelves, 
it will be relatively point free. 

1 lb. of Ground Round (or 1 can of Chili Con 
Came may be used instead of meat) 

1 Ige. can of Tomatoes 

1 cup of Com Meal 

2 cloves of Garlic—1 if you prefer 

1 tablespoon Chili Powder 

2 large Brown Onions 

1 med. can Whol^ Kernel Corn 

Dice and brown the onions in 2 tablespoons of cook¬ 
ing oil, add meat, garlic (cut up) and chili powder. 

Cook about 15 minutes. Heat separately the toma¬ 
toes to boiling point. Mix com meal with Yi to % 
cup of water and stir into boiling tomatoes, making 
mush of same, then add the can of com and cook 
to thick pudding. Add meat, cover with cheese (if 
you have it), put in oven and bake until cheese is 
melted. A can of pitted ripe olives may be added. 

Frozen com and fresh tomatoes, both point free, 
may be used instead of the canned corn and tomatoes. 

Soft tomatoes are frequently available in the vege¬ 
table market. Cheap, too! Ask Barney. 

Serve the above dish with a nice salad of 
cole slaw. Have you ever diced a delicious ap¬ 
ple into your cole slaw? This adds color and 
flavor, and makes the slaw more digestible. 

For dessert I will give you my recipe for 
raisin pie. Very nutritious, and delicious, and 
simple. 

RAISIN PIE 

1 pkg. Seeded Muscat Raisins 

i/ 2 cup of Sherry Wine 

1 pkg. Prepared Orange Tapioca or Vanilla Pudding 

Wash raisins and soak in Sherry Wine. If you do not 
care for wine cookery, use just plain water. Mix 
tapioca or pudding according to directions on pack¬ 
age. After pudding is cooked, add the raisins and 
pour in unbaked pie shell. I used a prepared pie 
crust, two layers, glazed the top with cream or 
canned milk, and baked thoroughly. My friends 
asked, “How did you make this?” 

WITH THIS DINNER under his belt, no man can say 
he is hungry, and I have heard it said that the 
way to a man’s heart is through his stomach.

The Scouts marched by a repli¬ 
ca of the Swiss Chalet on a pret¬ 
ty decorated table and dropped in 
$12.08 in pennies. 

Sierra Madre Girl Scouts’ con¬ 
tribution to the World Friendship 
fund this year will be sent as 
a memorial to Mrs. Low’s life¬ 
long friend and Scout worker, 
Mrs. Helen Osborne Storrow, who 
passed away last November.

SUGAR FOR CANNING 

No need to exercise restraint 
when planting your victory gar¬ 
den this spring if ’twas sugar for 
home canning that was holding 
you back. Although Mrs. Amer¬ 
ica will not be allowed quite as 
much as last year, she can get 
up to 20 pounds for each member 
of her family, up to a maximum 
of 160 pounds for a family of 
eight. One pound of sugar will 
be allowed for each four quarts 
of fruit or fruit juices to he 
canned. And only five pounds of 
the 20-pound maximum allowance 
for each person can be used for 
canning vegetables and for mak¬ 
ing jams, jellies, relishes, catsup, 
etc. As a matter of fact, we have 
about the same amount of sugar 
available for home canning this 
year as last—700,000 tons—but

to the constructive aide of our 
two-edged technology. We are 
confident there remains something 
of prophecy in the Monte Cassino 
motto on its coat of arms: Suc- 
clsa Virescit (When cut down, it 
grows again). 

Descending on foot by the ever¬ 
present short-cuts and bypaths 
that lead to and from every rural 
Italian public monument, I viewed 
en route the picturesque, moss- 
grown ruin of the medieval castle 
of Rocca Ianula, walked through 
the pleasant old town of Cassino 
and along the darkly fateful 
river Rapido, eating the first 
white figs of the season, to the 
train for Naples. That evening 
I took the produce boat for the 
quaint little Island of Ischia—but 
that Is the threshold of a differ¬ 
ent story in this gita of around 
and about. 


nuts and fresh cherries sold by 
a busy and large and voluble 
country woman. I Joined them 
and partook heartily. 

All this was in 1935. Not even 
the wise astrologers had foreseen 
that less than nine years later, 
this great abbey (but we hope 
not its treasures!), caught be¬ 
tween the “furor Teutonicus” and 
the opposing furor of the Allies, 
would be bombed from the skies 
Into a mass of bits and rubble— 
one year ago this month. The 
abbey has been twice before sub¬ 
jected to the destruction of war— 
sacked by the Lombards about 
590 and destroyed by the Saracens 
in 884—but never so thoroughly 
as modem ballistics have made 
possible—and necessary. Each 
time it was "restored,” and un¬ 
doubtedly will be again, and much 
more quickly than before, thanks 


wonderful collection of precious 
manuscripts—a seventh century 
Ambrosiaster, a missal of the 
plain song attributed to St. Am¬ 
brose of Milan of the fourth cen¬ 
tury: the Agostlno palimpsest of 
Diacono's history of the Lom¬ 
bards, written in this abbey In the 
eighth century: and illuminated 
Evangels made by patient monks 
300 years before Columbus dis¬ 
covered America. Also there were 
music scores written by the hands 
of Scarlatti, Leo Leonardo, and 
Sommali. and an MS letter of 
thanks for the monks’ hospital 
ity, from Italy’s greatest novelist, 
Manzoni, dated April 4, 1863. 

Then descending into the depths 
beneath the great abbey we saw 
the original cells of St. Benedict’s 
monks, and the small memorial 
chapel richly decorated in Coptic 
(Egyptian) style mossaics mark¬ 
ing the reputed burial place of 
St. Benedict and his sister Santa 
Scholastics. As we came up and 
out again onto the broad loggia, 
the great chapel was now closed. 
This gave us a perfect moment 
to see the celebrated giant bronze 
central door, with its intricate de¬ 
sign, cast in one piece in Constan¬ 
tinople In the year 1066. After 
so much of grandeur and an¬ 
tiquity, it was refreshing to stop 
for a few moments among a 
group of plain people and peas¬ 
ants who in an angle of the wall 
under the shade of chestnut trees 
below the great stairway were 
imbibing lemonade made on the 
spot, and eating roasted chest-

it grows. The terminal bud can 
be pinched out as the plant grows 
to make it bushy. We usually 
allow our plants to bloom and 
then cut the bloom as soon as 
it opens, thus pruning the plant 
back at the same time. If the 
blossoms are cut freely through 
the season the plants are auto¬ 
matically kept pruned, which pro¬ 
longs the blooming season. 

Dahlias should be watered deep¬ 
ly. Overhead sprinkling is espe¬ 
cially fine for the plants if you 
keep them well staked so that 
they will not fall over with the 
weight of the water. Let the 
water run for three hours at a j 
time.
